And 
so the day went and the Depew surf rolled, 
and roared, and broke upon the corridors of 
the hotel. : 

“The New York delégation,” said Mr. Car- 
roll K. Smith of Senator Hiscock’s 
friend and neighbor, le Now York deléga- 
tion will vote for Depéw, ’s certain. But 
he does not control the delegation; he has 
probably about twenty-two certain votes; 
the remainder have divided preferences. 
Alger has some friends, so also has Allison. 
What is to be done in the end no one can now 
— with any degree of accuracy. Rail- 

road managers and delogates who are rail- 
road men have been visiting Mr. Depew ail 
day conferring and discussing the outlook so 
far as the railroad interest is concerned. Mr. 
Depew has also been closeted an houror more 
with Gov. Alger, but When was said 
or decided upon cannot be stated 
now. No, the Chairmanship of Mr. 
Miller has not been definitly deter- 
mined upon, butif he is brought to this hon- 
orable position it does fot by any means 
signify that he is acting in the Sherman or 
any other interest. Mr. Miller will probably 
nominate Mr. Depew. If the California gen- 
tleman who is named aiso for the Chairman- 
ship is selected, it will be on the express un- 
derstanding that none of his rulings are to 
be in Blaine’s interest. But I am tree to say

of Judge Gresham.”’ 
Col. Ingersoll is one 
of the prominent Re- 
publican leaders who 
are enthusiastic in 
their support of Judge 
Gresham, whom he has 
known intimately for 
pany years, and it is 
not improbable that he 
2 7 77 may be called upon to 
R. G. INGERSOLL. speak for Lilinois’ fa- 

vorit son in the convention. 

Are you still of the impression that Judge 
Gresham 1s the most available candidate for 
the Republicans to nominate?”’ 

“Well,” ne replied, “taking into consid- 
eration what little I know as to the strength 
of the candidates and as to the general feel- 
ing of the people, I am sull of the opinion 
that Judge Gresham is the most available 
candidate. I don’t mean by this that he is 
the only man who can be elected. I think 
the Republican party can elect any good 
man. At the same time success is 
never sure enough to take any chances. 
I know. of no reuson why any Republican in 
the United States should refuse to vote for 
Judge Gresham if he is a candidate. He has 
done nothing, it seems to me, that any Re- 
publican can seriously object to. On all great 
questions he has been, so far as I know, on 
He certainly was on the right 
side during the war, not merely in 
his sympathies, but he fought for 
his convictions. He was a good soldier, 
and after the war he remained true to the 
principles for which he had fought. Cer- 
tainly there is nothing in his war record to 


which any Republican can object; nothing 


but what any Republican can point to with 
pride and satisfaction. After the war he 
went on the bench, and, in my judgment, he 
has discharged tne duties of that high and 
important place to the satisfaction 
. and honest men. He 
may not have pleased some of 


the great corporations, may be that he hae’ 


forfeited the confidence of Mr. Gould and 
some of his friends, but, whether he has or 
not, I believe he has decided every case ac- 
cording to his best judgment, and I would 
willingly try a case before him today with 
one of his enemies for a client as with one of 
his friends.

If 
elected. he would treat all Republicans 
with the utmost justice, and I 
believe would have the confidence of all. Be- 
sides this his reputation asa man is above 
reproach. He has discharged his duties in 
all relations of life with fidelity, and I haye 
never heard one word against his“ integrity. 
These are @ few, of me reasons why 
I have  iavored his - nominetion. 
I believe he would make an excellent 
President and give to this country a wise 
and successful administration.” 
„Are you informed as to his tariff views?” 
“So far as I know-be is in favor of the 
American policy of protectmg American in- 
dustry. He is in favor of protecting that 
which made protection; in other words, he 
believes in rocking the cradle of the infant 
industry as iong as it is an infant and as 
long as it needs protection. But when the 
industry can take care of itself, when, in- 
stead of being an infant, it is seven or eight 
feet high and wears No. 12 boots, then, like 
every other sensible man, he does not believe 
in rocking the cradle. An industry like that 
can take care of itself. In other words, he is 
not in favor of protection simply for the ben- 
efit of the capitalist, but for the benefit of 
the whole country; not id favor of a tariff 
that will enable a few manufacturers to ob- 
tain extortionate prices, but fora tariff tnat 
will divers fy the industries of this country. 
He believes, as I do, in using all the taients ‘ 
andall the genius we have. Weare the 
most inventive people in the world, and un- 
léss we manufacture our inventions are for 
nothing. If we are all engaged in one 
business we become stupid, and unless a 
man is good for that business he is 
for nothing. But if we have 
thousands of industries there will be a piace 
found ior nearly every «ind of mind. I think 
Judge Gresham agrees with me that the peo- 
ple who raise raw material and sell it will 
always be poor for the reason that they 
get only one profit. Besides being 
poor they will be ignorant for the 
reason that the labor employed is of the most 
ordinary kind. It ia only to the extent that 
we mingle thought with our work that the 
profits increase. The Southern States can 
never get rich raising cotton. They must 
manufacture their cotton. The labor that 
manufactures is Skilled, and the work- 
man must be intelligent, and the 
higher the grade of the thing produced the 
more intelligent and skilled the workman. 
If Illinois only raised and sold corn her peo- 
ple would be frightfully poor and marvel- 
ously stupid. When you diversify the in- 
dustries you increase thought, you es- 
tablish what may be called an intellectual 
excharge. To manufacture, to make, 
to create, develops tge mind, gives us taste. 
At the same time we don’t want a tariff that 
puts other people at the mercy of the manu- 
facturer or at the mercy of any combination, 
because the tariff is not simply for the 
benefit of the manufacturer, but for 
the benefit of the whole country. I 
don’t believe in class legislation. 
The question is whether tne protection of 
our industries will in the long run be for the 
benefit of the Nation. If I thought it would 
not, then I would be opposed to protection ; 
but, believing as I do that it would, 
and that under the protective system 
we bave had this country has 
become the most prosperous in the world, I

STABBED N 1. JUGULAR VEIN, 


An Unknown Man Murdered on a Crowded 


e Street—The Assailant. 

Shortly before 12 o’clock last night a crowd 
of young Italians, in which were, the 
brothers, Tom, Mike, and Toney, who live 
near Twenty-eighth street; was gathered in 
front of Hank North’s saloon at 306 South 
South Ciark street. Tony Raggio engaged in 
a friendly tussle with a fellow named Tulo. 
Two fairly well dressed strangers stopped to 
view the contest and were hustied along by 
the crowd. One of them attempted to de- 
fend himself and was surrounded by the 
hoodlums, who flourished knives and re- 
voivers. His companion was knocked down 
with a chair, but escaped. The former, how- 
ever, had some trouble in keeping the crowd 
at bay and was finally stabbed in the jugular 
vein. The crowd immediately’ dispersed. 


The injured man staggered along a little dis- 


tance and fell to the sidewalk. He was put 
in the patrol-wagon and died on the way 
to the hospital. Nothing was found on his 
person to indicate his identity..
